The body of Private Georg® Britsch, 
the first of Medina county's heroic 
dead who fell on the bloody b attle 
fields of France Jo be returned to its 
native heath, arriyed on 
th * 
1.45 
o'clock train 
Wednesday afternoon, 
ami was met by one of the greatest 
concourses of people ever assembled 
in Hondo, all eager to ply horn tge to 
the memory of the dead young soldier. 
As a further m&ik of 
respect ail 
the business houses 
remained closed 
throughout 
the afternoon, and 
the 
flag at. the post office was nlaced at 
half-mast. 
The Hat Jones Post American Le­ 
gion, composed of the dead young sol­ 
dier’s comradea-in-arms, in the uni­ 
form of the branch of the seryi ;* to 
which they belonged, and under whose 
auspices the funeral was conducted, 
was drawn up in line beside the rail­ 
road track as the tram bearing the 
body rotted in; the flag-draped casket 
was removed from the express car by 
the pall-bearers and carriedjdown in the 
line to the waiting hearse, the Legion- 
airee presenting arms; the casket was 
placed in the hearse and the procession 
took up its march to the home of de­ 
ceased’s parents, on the Hondo; a 
short while after arriyimr at the home 
a religious service was conducted by 
Rey.A.Falk**nberg, pastor of the Luth­ 
eran Church, of which the dead sol­ 
dier was long a member. 
Following 
the religious service the ritualistic ser­ 
vice of the Legion was read. 
This 
closed the ceremonies at the home and 
the march of the funeral cortege was 
again taken up. this time for the family 
burying 
ground; 
bere 
again 
Rev. 
Mr. 
Falkenberg conducted 
religious 
services, several appropriate 
songs 
were rendered, the concluding ritual­ 
istic services of the Legion were read, 
taps were sounded and the mortal re­ 
mains of George Britsch were consign­ 
ed to his native soil to await the resur­ 
rection morn. 
Deceased was a native of Medina 
county, the son of Mr. and Mrs. Louis 
Britsch; he was bora July 8. 1895; un­ 
der the selective draft act he was induct­ 
ed into the army September 19*h, 1917, 
a member of Compai y G. 103rd Infan­ 
try, 26th Division, 
and 
underwent 
intensive 
military training 
for five 
months at Camp Travis, San Antonio; 
he went oversees in February. 19lh, 
and being a most excellent ar artsman 
he was detached from 
his regular 
command and was made a sharp 
er; he was wounded in battle and died 
September 13th, 1918, lacking but six 
days of seeing one year's service in the 
army; his remains were firat interred 
in Flanders Field, France ani were 
recently disinterred 
by 
the Linked 
States Government and returned to 
this side of the Atlantic, and with 
nineteen other bodies recently arrived 
in San Antonio for distribution to their 
various homes. 
In honoring the 
memory of this 
young soldier the people have honored 
them selves. 
He paid 
the supreme 
price for devotion to his country, and 
while his loss was a severe blow to his 
parents and other relatives, it must be 
a source of pride to them to know that 
although he had but barely passed his 
majority when the summons came tor 
him to don his country's uniform and 
defend its honor, he went cheerfully 
and played a manly part. 
Such a sac­ 
rifice as this young man, standing on 
the very threshold of vigorous young- 
manhood, was called to pay, makes all 
right thinking people abhor the mon­ 
ster war, and makes them pray tor the 
dawn of the day when reason and not 
cruel might, will enable the different 
peoples of the earth to settle their 
differences without resorting to the 
bloody battle fields. 
That day is com­ 
ing and its advent WAB hastened by the 
passing of this gallant young soldier. 
His death was not in vain. 
Six of his former comrades-in-arms, 
ail in uniform, acted aa psli-bearers, 
to-wit: Herbert Decker. Oscar Man­ 
gold, Roilie and Andrew B less, Robert 
Brei ten and Walter Fuos. 
Besides his grief-stricken parents, Mr 
and Mrs. Louis Britsch, deceased is our 
yived by two sisters. Misses Alma and 
Ella Britsch, and one brother, Ernest 
Britsch. 
He was greatly esteemed by 
all who knew him and his passing caus 
ed profound sorrow to a large circle 
of other intimate relatives and friends 
Mid they have the sym pathy of an 
the people of Medina county.
